BsJtaio. Sept. 11.—The corps of emi- 


nent suregons and physicians in at- 
tendance upon the wounded President 
yesterday committed themselves with- 
out reservation to the opinion that 
their patient was out of danger, and 
that only the possibility of complica- 
tions threatened his life. 
They did 


not give assurance of his recovery col- 
lectively over their signatures in an 
official bulletin, but they went a long 
way toward It individually and sepa- 
rately during the day. Each of them, 
with the exception of Dr. Rixey, who 
did not leave the Milburn residence, 
placed hisaself squarely on record, not 
privately to friends of the President, 
but publicly through the agency of the 
press, that the danger point 
had 


passed, and that the President would 
aarvive the attempt upon his life. 


"Of course we will all feel easier 


when a week has passed." said Dr. 
HcBumey. the dean of the corps. "We 
•would like to see every door locked • 
and 
double-locked, but the danger 


from possible complications is now 
very remote." 


The following bulletin was issued by 


the President's physicians at 10.30 
o'clock last night:

His temperaure is 100.6; pulse, 114; 
respiration, 28.

At jollce headquarters they 


were met by a strong cordon of police, 
which was drawn up across the pave- 
ment on Pearl street, and admittance 
was denied to any out officials author- 
ized to take part in the examination 
of the prisoner. In a few minutes the 
crowd had grown from tens to hun- 
dreds, and

The man's name is Lecn Czolgozz. 


He is of Polish-German extraction. His 
home Is in Cleveland, where he has 
seven brothers and sisters. He is an 
avowed Anarchist and an ardent disci- 
ple of Emma Goldman, whose teach- 
ings, he alleges, are responsible for to- 
day's attack on the President. He 
denies steadfastly that he Is the in- 
strument of any body of Anarchists 
or the tool of any coterie of plotters.

driak. It is- the act of coagulation in 
the coffee pot that does the work. 
Later on ia his cross examiaatioa, he 
admitted that when the egg was 
put en Ariosa coffee at the factory it 
became coagulated, and as egg cannot 
be coagulated but oace. that the coat- 
ing on coffee was practically no value, 
as a "settler" when it reached the 
coffee pot 


Professor Wiley acknowledged that 


the glazmg might be a favorable 
medium for the propagatioa of bac- 
teria, although he would not testify 
positively either -way because he was 
not a bacteriologist. 


Professor Vaugna, of ABB Arbor, 


also a witaess for the defense, said 
he fouad bacteria on Ariosa coffee.

LAYING OF THE 
CORNERSTONE. 


The citizens of New Oxford witnessed 


• on last Sunday the impressive ceremo- 


• nies of the cornerstone laying of the 


Church of the Immaculate Conception. 
It was a perfect day and long before the 
hour set for the commencement of the 


' ceremonies the people were on the spot 


examining the work so far done on the 
new church. Promptly at four o'clock 
the Bishop, accompanied by the Priests 
of the vicinity and preceded by the cross- 
bearer and seven -surpliced altar boys 
wended his way through the throng to 


' the platform where the cornerstone was. 


There the Bishop blessed the water and 
after the blessing the procession pro- 
ceeded to the front of the church where 
the sanctuary is to be, and where a large 
cross had been erected the day previous 


• to indicate the place where the altar is 


to stand, when the church will hare been 
dedicated. The clergy during the pro- 


• cession alternately recited the S3d Psalm. 


Having arrived there, the Bishop knelt 
down and said a short prayer and 
sprinkled the sanctuary and cross with 
water. On their return to the corner- 
stone, several prayers were said by the 
Bishop and after the Litany of All the 
Saints, Messrs. Leech, Robinson, Moor 
and Suyder hoisted the cornerstone, Mr. 
Henry Yake spread the cement and hand- 
ed the trowel to the BLsLop—next the 


• clergy recited Psalm 126 and the Bishop, 


assisted by Mr. Yake, put the corner- 
stone in position. Whilst Psalm 50 was 
recited by the clergy the procession went 
. around the outside walls of the church 
the Bishop sprinkling the walls with 
holy water. 


The Sermon was preached by Rev. 


Father J, C. Foin, of Hanover In an 
excellent discourse and with a clear dis- 
tinct voice the Rev. preacher told the 
. audience that the cornerstone signifies 
our Divine Savior Jesus Christ, who 
must be the foundation of all religion. 


In part he said:—The pastor and peo- 


ple of this parish are to be congratulat- 
ed to-day on the great work which they 
have undertaken for the greater honor 
and glory of God. Because it is God's 
work. therefore this foundation and 
cornerstone are blessed and thus set 
apart for God's special service. "We read 
. in the Book of Genesis, 28-18, how the 
Patriarch Jacob anointed the stone 
-whereon he had rested "and set it up 
for a title and called the place Bethel, 
that is, the house of God.". Although we 
• can indeed and should praise God in ev- 
ery place, yet there are certain times 
and places where we are especially call- 
.ed upon to worship Almighty God and 
?ing his praises. God Himself ordered 
.the building of the temple and promised 
to hear the prayers offered therein, as 
we read in the 2d Book of Chronicles, 
vii-2o: "My eyes also shall be open and 
my ears attentive to the prayer of him 
.that shall pray in this place, etc." The 
Jews did not "only pray, however, but 
also offered sacrifices in their temples 
or rather their highest form of prayer 
and worship was to offer a sacrifice or 
holocaust to the Lord. Thus we read in 
the very beginning of history where 


• Cain and Abel offered sacrifices, and we 
all know that Abraham, Isaac, Jacob 
. and Melchizedek offered sacrifices. 2?ow 
in the new law, our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ offered Himself as a sacri- 
fice for our sins on the altar of the cross. 
As there is no other name except Jesus 
Christ whereby we can be saved, so also 
there is no other sacrifice except the 
body and blood of the same Jesus Christ 
which is offered on every altar in the 
Catholic Church "from the rising to the 
setting of the sun," foretold by the 
prophet Malachi. 


Rev. Fr. Foin then explained the doc- 


irine of the real presence, which besides 
or above all other considerations makes 
the church or house of God so holy and 
precious to the faithful.

In New England the year went by

starve-to-death," and

montfts are known in history as '"ths 
cold summer of 1816," so remarkable 
was the temperature. 


The sun's rays seemed to be desti- 


tute of heat and ftll nature was clad 
In a sable hue. ilen and women be- 
came frightened and imagined that the 
fire in the sun was being rapidly ex- 
tinguished, and that the world would 
soon come to an end. 


Ministers took the phenomena for 


the text of their sermons, and pseudo- 
scientific men talked of things they 
knew not of, while the fanatics took 
advantage of the occasion to form re- 
ligious organizations. 


The winter cf 1SI5-16 was very cold 


in Europe, but comparatively niild in 
this country, and did not in" any way 
indicate the severe weather that soon 
prevailed. 


Even the almanacs were silent, and 


although the usual indications, "about 
now look out for cold weather," or 
"this is a good time for snow" were 
entered in the regular portions of the 
book devoted to the winter predic- 
tions, those used for chronicling the 
pleasanter months had no such alarm- 
ing warnings. 


January was mild, so much so that 


for days the peopie allowed their Sres 
to go out, as artificial heat made the 
buildings uncomfortablly warm. This I 
pleasant weather was broken by a se- 
vere cold snap in February, but this 
low temperature passed in a few days 
and a warmer condition, similar to the 
month previous, set in.

Dr. Schlich 
asserted, wcuid make the country in- 
dependent of foreign supplies cf"tim- 
ber. The same remedy would restore 
the declining timber industry of the 
United States. 


That this remedy will have to be 


adopted scon is evident, for natural 
growth can no longer keep pace with 
demand. The country that first en- 
gages in systematic timber cultivation 
on a large scale will (;O much to as- 
sure its own perpetuity as a nation. 
That Spain's poliucal and inrlustrial 
decline dates from the practical wip- 
ing out of her forests is a fact from 
which it is easy to draw the lesson.—
